THE Australian public will be treated to the 
best of Brazil's extraordinarily talented 
footballers during July's Bicentennial Gold 
Cup according to Giorgio Mozart, the 
General Secretary of the Brazilian Football 


Federation. 


In a detailed telex 
from the CBF headquar- 
ters in Rio De Janeiro, 
Mozart outlines the 
plans of Brazil’s sojourn 
down under and gives an 
insight into the players 
who will appear. 


He said: “The Brazi- 
lian selection which will 
dispute the Bicentennial 
Gold Cup in Australia, 
will be the principal 
squad that will later play 
against Norway and 
Sweden, against the re- 
spective national teams. 


“Last year the Brazi- 
lian side won the Stanley 
Rous Cup, after playing 
against England at 
Wembley (1-1, a goal 
from Mirandinha can- 
celled out Gary Linek- 
er’s strike) and Scotland 
at Hampden Park (2-0) 
and afterwards played 
against the Republic of 
Ireland, Finland and 
Israel.” 

Mozart goes on to 
make clear that much of 
the 1986 Mexico World 
Cup squad will NOT be 
chosen, claiming those 
players are “old and 
decayed”. 

“We have many bet- 
ter players in our actual 
current squad, better 
than the great majority 
of others previously 
mentioned. 

“We intend to go to 
Australia with the 


objective of winning the 
tournament and not to 
exhibit a squad of veter- 
ans, the great majority 
of those who have no 
real claims or conditions 
to be selected,” Mozart 
concluded. 


It is quite clear then 
that the name players 
the Australian Soccer 
public can quickly iden- 
tify with will not appear 
for the Gold Cup. But 
with Brazil forever re- 
building and aiming at 
the 1990 World Cup in 
Italy, the side that 
travels will most likely 
prove the basis of the 
squad that will play in 
Italy in two year’s time. 

Whereas Saudi Ara- 
bia have already 
announced their touring

party it is unlikely that 
Brazil and Argentina 
will make their respec- 
tive squads known until 
days before, even then 
there will be no Junior, 
Elzo, Julio Cesar. As 
Careca did not play in 
the UK it is highly un- 
likely he’ll make the trip 
here ... but we can 
only wait in hope. 


The good news is that 
Muller is almost certain- 
ly coming along and so 
too Edson. 


The inevitable ques- 
tion has been asked; 
could this Brazilian 
squad possibly be the 
squad travelling to Seoul 
a few months later for 
the Olympics? It is not 
inconceivable that both 
Brazil and Argentina 
could use the Gold Cup 
as preparation looking 
at medal success in 
Korea. 
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WHETHER Brian Garvey cares to admit it or 
not, at the start of this season his future as 
an NSL coach was very much in the 


balance. 

If he hadn’t actually 
placed the noose around 
his neck he’ was very 
close to having it done 
for him. 

He was more a con- 
demned man waiting for 
his appeal to be heard as 
he watched the scaffold 
being built through the 
bars of his cell. 

Five months down the 
track Garvey is a free 
man with hardly a care 
in the world — not that 
he’d care to admit that 
either. 

The softly-spoken 
South Melbourne Hellas 
supremo is riding high. 

At least his team is, 
and for as long as Hellas 
keeps blowing away its 


opposition as it has done 


in this amazing 1988 sea- 
son Garvey can rest 
easily. 

With Garvey’s Midas 
touch turning everything 
he does into gold (not 
that he’d admit to that 
either!) Hellas is dead on 
course to win its first 
major trophy since the 
1984 national title. 

And if the club carries 
it off it can thank Gar- 
vey and, to a lesser ex- 
tent, the administration 
who backed him during 
the traumas of the Sum- 
mer of 1987/88. 

Garvey gives little 
away but even he must 
secretly realise he was 
dealt a ‘Get Out Of Jail 
Free’ card when his 
young Hellas team click- 


ed so well so early in the 
year. 

When six of the club’s 
most famous players 
wanted out, or Garvey 
sacked, the club backed 


_ him and the now in- 


famous half-dozen were 
promptly transfered 
away, with Richard 
Miranda leaving for 
New Zealand for busi- 
ness reasons. 

Now Hellas isn’t a 
club to tolerate failure 
for too long. Having 
been backed by the Mid- 
die Park administration 
meant Garvey would 
have to produce some- 
thing out of the hat to 
ensure his decision to 
have the massive clean 
out was justified. 

In short he did and it 
was. 

So if in failure Garvey 
himself would have been 
doomed, with success he

Trying to delve into 
the man behind the 
coach, in the case of 
Garvey, is something 
like eating McDonalds 
food. 

You get enough to fill 
the space but not the 
quality to satisfy. 

“That’s just the way I 
am and the way I’ve al- 
ways been,” is his ex- 
plaination.

The social sciences in- 
clude such applied disci- 
plines as psychology, 
anthropology, sociology, 
economics, political sci- 
ence, human georgraphy, 
education, history and 
philosophy. 

A few questions from 
the social sciences perti- 
nent to the present day, 
may provoke thought 
among sports administra- 
tors at various levels 
throughout Australia. 
Thought that may pro- 
mote action where 
needed. 

Most jobs have a de- 
scription of duties, some 
form of organizational 
chart, and long term goals 
or development plans. 

As an administrator 
you are ultimately re- 
sponsibile to the rank and 
file members, the masses 
or grass roots population. 

Part of your duties may 
be to increase participa- 
tion, make way for the 
changes necessary to keep 
your sport safe, appealing 
and up to date with in- 
ernational trends: for the 
recreational player to 


have fun and for the top 
competitors to have a fair 
and reasonable chance to 
maximize their perform- 
ance at elite levels, 


Altering the nature, 
timing or rules of events 
for the purposes of finan- 
cial gain, media requests, 
political gain or expedien- 
cy should only be under- 
taken where it safe for the 
competitors and in the 
sport's best interests. 

Some of the best ex- 
pests in your sport are its 
past, current and future 
elite players. They may 
have valuable expertise in 
the sport they pursue as 
well as in their other 
fields of endeavour. 


The administrator 
should be aware of the 
views of such people on 
such issues as how to 
make the sport progress 
in line with anticipated 
needs. 

Do you talk to, survey, 
seek input from, socialize 
with, or have formal 
athlete representation or 
administrative boards or 
committees. 


You may deal with a 
small board of directors 
or committee, but it 
should be remembered 
that you are there to serve 
the best interest of the 
membership, even though 
you may rarely come face 
to face with them. 

Upward mobility, self 
aggrandizement, capital 
gains, or lifelong posi- 
tions should not neces- 
sarily be the main goals of 

ts administrators. 

In both professional 
and amateur sport the 
nature of the game, the 
tules or the athletes are 
likely to be exploited 
from time to time. 

Ethnically the adminis- 
trator is obliged to pre- 
vent such exploitation, 
especially where the 
athlete’s safety or the im- 
age of the sport is jeopar- 
dized.

HAVING been brought up in a country 
where Soccer players were, and still are in 
many respects, not held in high esteem 
and the game is narrow mindedly sub- 
jected to discrimination at its worst, | 
jumped at the opportunity a while ago to 
spend five weeks with the world famous 
Flamengo Club in beautiful, spectacular 


Flamengo struck me 
as a super Marconi 
Club. 

While the senior, 
junior, juvenile and pro- 
fessional teams train at 
their superb social club 
headquarters, many of 
the 35,000 members util- 
ise the other splendid

Improvised, highly skilful, emotive, ex- 


pressive and always highly entertaining, 


no other nation has ever Played the world 
game the way the Brazilians do .. . 


UTEBOL!!! 


LIKE most REAL 
“futebol” (or Soccer 
as we call it here) 
fans, it had always 
been a dream of 
mine to go to Brazil. 

Brazil, of course, is 
the world’s most 
successful futebol nation 
in the world’s most 
popular and greatest 
sport. 

World champions in 
1958, 1962 and 1970, the 
Brazilians are the 
permanent holders of 
the original World Cup 
— the Jules Rimet tro- 
phy, symbol of world 
futebol supremacy for 
being the first nation to 
win sport’s ultimate 
team prize on three 
occasions. 

But for futebol fans 
around the world, Bra- 
zil’s fame comes as 
much from the way they 
play the game as from 
the success they’ve had 
in it over the years. 

On an immensely lar- 
ger scale than ‘World 
Series” cricket, which is 
limited to a few Com- 
monwealth countries, 
the Brazilians are to 
futebol what the West 
Indians used to be to 
cricket. 

The purpose of my 
trip to Brazil was to 
experience at first hand 
just how the Brazilians 
do it, what are their sec- 
rets and to this end the 
world famous Flamengo 
club in Rio were my 
hosts. 

Flamengo were world 
club champions in the 
early 80's. 

Led then by the in- 
comprable Zico they 
humiliated Liverpool in 
the world club final in 
Tokyo. 

At the time they were 
coached by Mario Zaga- 
lo one of the most hon- 
oured people in futebol. 

Zagalo was a key 
member of Brazil’s 
World Cup winning 


team in 1958 and 1962, 
and then coached Brazil 
to their World Cup win 
in Mexico in 1970. 

He was sacked after 
“‘failing’’ as nationa 
coach when Brazil coulc 
ONLY finish fourth in 
the 1974 World Cup in 
West Germany. 

Four years in Kuwait 
as national coach, in- 
cluding a surprise win 
over the Socceroos at 
the Sydney Sports-

World Cup eliminations 
eries — a goal inci- 
dentally with a typical 
Brazilian freekick 
around the defensive 
wall — made Zagalo an 
overnight millionaire. 

He returned 
Flamengo with his swag 
of petro-dollars and 
coached as most coaches 
would love to — finan- 
cially independent, and 
free of interference from 
officials, committees 
and the federation. 

Zagalo and his staff of 
coaches, or professors as 
they are called in Brazil 
(28 in all, including four 
full-time doctors, three 
physiotherapists) were 
first class hosts. 

They had no secrets 
and bent over back- 
wards to show me their 
junior, juvenile, senior 
and overall club set-ups 
which are the perfect 
model for clubs through- 
out the world. 

In a country where 
five percent of the peo- 
ple own everything and 
the remaining 95 per- 
cent absolutely nothing, 
futebol clubs like 
Flamengo play a vital 
role in the socio-econo- 
mic development of the 
country, particularly 
among its impression- 
able youth who make up 


60 percent of the 
population. 
Life style 


The Flamengo club is 
an integral part of life of 
Rio residents, as are 
other leading world 
famous Rio based clubs 
like Vasco, Botafogo 
and Fluminense.

Bocce, sit around tal- 
king about futebol or 
dine at the many out- 
door restaurants and 
coffee houses. 

Flamengo, like all Rio 
based clubs, play their 
“home” matches at the 
Maracana, the world’s 
largest stadium whose 
capacity was only re- 
cently reduced from 
210,000 to 165,000 fans 
and is as impressive as it 
sounds. 

Futebol in Brazil 
however is not without 
its problems. Crowds 
are down. 

The traditional Fla- 
Flu (Flamengo v Flu- 
minense) derby only 
drew 80,000 fans last 
year! 

Part of the reason is 
live television coverage 
every Sunday of the Ita- 
lian first division where 
many Brazilian stars 
play. 

And the hike in outer 
ground ticket prices 
from 50 cents to $1. 

Brazilian Soccer’s 
problem is that while 
attendances are healthy, 
total gate takings aver- 
age only $1 per head, 
hardly receipts to retain 
world stars who, as a 
consequence, having to 
be sold to foreign clubs 
to balance the books.

But while the exodus 
of stars head off to 
greener pastures, Bra- 
zil, as always produces 
new stars to step into 
their shoes. 

Most are young, 
talented, exciting and, 
above all, entertaining. 


The legendary Pele 
was unknown before the 
1958 Swedish World 
Cup, Josimar was not 
even third choice in his 
the right-back position 
for the 1986 World Cup 
in Mexico yet emerged 
one of the stars of the 
World Cup. 

However if Brazilian 
futebol faces problems 
hanging on to its stars, 
maintaining enthusiasm 
and interest for the real 
futebol is no problem. 


Saturation 


As well as live TV 
coverage of the Italian 
first division, futebol 
fans have an eight hour 
program every Satur- 
day, a 24 page daily 
futebol newspaper 
together with a superb 
weekly magazine — 
PLACAR (the score) 
and saturation in news- 
Paper, radio and televi- 
sion.

1984 with notebook and 
pen in hand looking for 
their secrets, but few are 
to be found in their 
training methods. 

In fact their training 
sessions were a little dis- 
appointing. 

Flamengo, for exam- 
ple, trained at Spm daily 
— I was told. 

By the time the play- 
ers passed through the 
battery of media men 
(regulars at all training 
sessions) for TV and 
tadio interviews and 
press photographs, the 
training was lucky to 
kick off by 6.30pm. 

And the final hour 
was always devoted to 
free-kicks around, over 
and through the wall 
from just outside the 
penalty area, with in- 
credibly chipped, curved 
and dipping shots — an 
art we are all familiar 
with from Brazilian 
footballers. 

The real secrets of 
Brazilian futebol are in 
the people temselves. 

According to Pele, at 
that time reported to be

tremendously fit players 
(legs like tree trunks 
from running and play- 
ing on soft sand) and 
players with a true feel 
for the ball as no one 
wears shoes. 

Rio, like much of Bra- 
zil, is a series of wide, 
beautiful beaches simi- 
lar to ours. 

Two thirds of these 
beaches are devoted to 
futebol fields where 
teams play day and 
night. 

The remaining one 
third is for sunbakers 
and swimmers. 

So while the tourists 
sunbake, the locals play 
futebol almost 24 horus 
a day, or foot and head 
tennis on the beach 
volleyball courts. 

In fact some of the 
most outstanding games 
I saw in Brazil were on 
the beaches of Copoca- 
ban, Ipanema and 
Flamengo. 

Everyone can, and 
does, play futebol in 
Brazil. 

At the local taxi rank 
you are likely to be kept 
waiting while the drivers 
finish an impromptu 
game. 

Kids not even their 
teens can be seen play- 
ing under street lights 
way into the early hours 
of the morning. 

And you'll find the 
oldies always playing in 
some pick-up game 
whether in side-walk 
cafes, back streets or on 
the beach itself. 

By making it in fute- 
bol kids can, much the 
same way as the hungry 
fighter, emulate Pele. 

They can go, again 
like Pele, from begging 
on the streets to the 
world’s most gifted 
athlete and eventually a 
candiate for the pres- 
idency of the country. 

In beautiful, spectacu- 
lar Rio they tell you 
God spent six days 
creating the world, two 
of them on Rio itself. 

One could add after a 
five seek stay that at 
least one of those days 
was devoted to provid- 
ing the world with 
Brazilian futebol and 
hospitable clubs like 
Zagalo’s Flamengo in 
the heart of Rio.

ONCE again Sorren- 
to are forcing the 
WA soccer public to 
look at them as a 
serious Super 
League member.

Frank Scicluna asks... 


Can Gold Cup 
doubts be allayed? 


WITH only five weeks remaining before the 
curtain rises on what should be Australian 
Soccer’s greatest event, doubts are begin- 
ning to emerge as to how successful the 
Bicentennial Gold Cup will prove to be. 


While this may only 
be a personal feeling 
without any strong evi- 
dence to back it up, Soc- 
cer could be heading for 
a huge let down. One of 
the biggest fears in my 
mind revolves around 
the question as to what 
sort of teams will be 
representing world 
champions Argentina 
and Brazil. 

Never mind Diego 
Maradona, there has al- 
ways been strong doubts 
about his availability for 
this tournament. 

Australia’s sporting 
public however do ex- 
pect to see something 
pretty close to those 
country’s best line-ups 
including most of their 
big name stars. 

The fact that both 
Argentina and Brazil 
have qualified for the 
Olympic finals in 
September makes me 
wonder as to whether 
this tournament will be 
used as an ideal prepara- 
tion for their Olympic 
teams. 

The South Amercan 
giants are prohibited 
from using any of their 
World Cup players in 
Seoul and could be 
tempted to bring out 
what amounts to a team 
of unknowns. 

Let’s face it, if Aus- 
tralia was presented 
with a similar opportun- 
ity it would be quite 
logical to do likewise. 

Irrespective of how 
strong these sides may 
be, unless they include 
the big names of world 
Soccer, fans will under- 
standably be disap- 
pointed and may elect to 
watch the matches on 
television instead. 

Which raises another 
question. How extensive 
will the ABC coverage 
of this tournament be? 
Are we going to be 
offered late night edited 
highlights or, as has 
been indicated in some 
quarters, live telecasts 
all around Australia IN- 
CLUDING cities where 
matches are being 
played? 

If that’s the case, 
attendances will suffer 
even more. 

The whole exercise 
could badly backfire as 
nothing looks worse 
than a sporting event 
played in front of half 
empty stadiums. 


What sort of attend- 
ance can be expected at 
Parramatta Stadium 
when the Socceroos face 
Saudi Arabia if the 
match is shown live in 
Sydney especially as it’s 
being played on a 
Saturday. 

It also appears that 
the National Under 15 
titles are scheduled to be 
played on that same day 
which must have a furth- 
er adverse effect on the 
size of the crowd. 

Hopefully, none of 
these negative aspects 
will eventuate — for the 
sake of football I cer- 
tainly hope not but what 
initially looked like 
being one of the biggest 
sporting events ever pre- 
sented in this country 
could turn out to be no 
more than a disappoin- 
ting anti-climax. 

Without wishing to 
keep harping on a sub- 
ject that I strongly 
object to, the conflict 
between junior and 
senior Soccer has 
emerged yet again. 

Why must the U15 
champions be held on 
the same day that Aus- 
tralia’s national team is 
playing against Saudi 
Arabia? 

It’s no use arguing 
that the matches will be 


finished in time for the 
kids to go and watch the 
Socceroos. 

Those juniors AND 
their parents cannot be 
expected to spend all 
morning at Parklea then 
devote their afternoon 
as well to Soccer. 

While it’s possible in 
theory, we know full 
well that it just doesn’t 
happen in practice. 

I would not be in the 
least surprised if on that 
same Saturday there will 
also be a full round of 
Church Association Soc- 
cer, junior district Soc- 
cer, women’s Soccer and 
goodness knows what 
else. 

Are we ever going to 
learn or do these 
amateur bodies simply 
not care? 

The success of this 
Bicentennial Gold Cup 
tournament is far too 
important for the game’s 
future in Australia to 
allow this sort of stupid- 
ity to take place. 

Strong, indeed 
dictatorial leadership 
must be shown by the 
ASF on this occassion. 

It must totally ban 
ALL official Soccer acti- 
vities on the days that 
these internationals are 
played. 

Surely, that sort of di- 
rection is the least that 
can be done for Austra- 
Jian Soccer by people 
who profess to have the 
game’s best interest at 
heart.

AISF TAKES 
GIANT STEPS 


AISF President Joe Brent tabled an ambi- 
tious five-year plan at the May executive 
meeting. 

The plan calls for a repositioning of the National 
structure by: 

(a) The ASIF Executive becoming a Board of 
Directors. 

(b) The ASIF employing development officers in 
each state. 

(c) The ASIF employing Coaching Directors in 
each state. 

(d) The development of nine 3 court sports com- 
plexes 4 in Sydney, 2 in Brisbane, 1 in the ACT and 
2 in Melbourne. 

(e) That the affairs of the Federation be managed 
on a corporate basis throughout Australia. 

The Executive meeting accepted Brent’s policy in 
principle and appointed delegates from all states to 
work out the nuts and bolts for the June meeting for 
the policy adoption at the July AGM. 

Tenders have been called from three major de- 
velopers for the construction of the Centres. It is 
envisaged that the courts will be handed over to the 
NISL teams to operate as their home grounds. This 
will ensure the long term financial viability of the 
NISL clubs. 


The Federation will employ professional market- 
ing and promotions staff to co-ordinate the’ operatio- 
nal programmes. Similar to fast food chains, with 
one corporate image. 

The National Development Programme will be 
managed by the National Executive Director, De- 
nnis Murray and a staff of six national officers, 
whilst the National Development will be co-ordin- 
ated by the Federation, each officer working for his 
or her own state. 

The National Coaching Programme will operate 
exactly as the Development plan with Nick Nicolo- 
poulos, National Coaching Director, heading a de- 
partment of six State Coaching Directors. 


The co-ordination of these major components of 
the Federation will avoid fragmentation and internal 
negative politics -- Members of the Board will be 
elected on their expertise or be invited to join from 
outside the organisation to bring their respective 
talents to the Federation. 

In his closing remarks to the meeting, Joe Brent 
said that it was imperative for sporting organizations 
in Australia to adopt a professional business struc- 
ture and approach to their various sports if their 
future was to be ensured.

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Glowing tribute to 


Dennis McDermott 


BY GRAHAM COOKE 
AUSTRALIAN Soccer lost one of its most 
prominent refereeing figures with the 
death, after a long illness, in Canberra of a 
former national and ACT president of the 
Australian Soccer Referees Federation, 


Dennis McDermott. 


Among many tributes 
was one from the cur- 
rent ACT president, 
Paul Murphy, who said 
that McDermott had left 
a legacy which would 
live on for decades. 

“Often when we face 
a difficult problem we 
ask ourselves ‘what 
would Dennis have 
done’,’’ Murphy said. 
“In a way he has set the 
standard we try to aspire 
to. 

“No-one has made a 
greater contribution to 
the advancement of Soc- 
cer refereeing in the 
ACT.” 

McDermott first took 
charge of matches in 
Sydney in 1954, moving 
to Canberra six years 
later. He quickly be- 
came involved in the 
administration of ACT 
refereeing, holding the 
positions of division 
secretary from 1962-67 
and president for three 
terms — 1968-71, 1975- 
77 and 1980-83. 

He helped set up the 
national boady and 
served as its vice presi- 
dent from 1980-82 and 
president from 1983-86. 

But he was no chair- 
bound referee, officiat- 
ing more than 600 first- 
grade games, including 
the first NSL match to 
be played in the ACT. 
He was on the NSL 
panel for three years, 
represented the ACT at 
three national champ- 
ionships and took 
charge of matches, on 
exchange, in six other 
states and territories. 

His close links with 
the ACT Soccer Federa- 
tion — he was ACTSF 
secretary from 1962-65 
during which time he 
represented the territory 
on the ASF — led to 
him being elected a life 
member. 

A fellow referee and 


close friend, John Van- 
der Lende, said McDer- 
mott was known as a 
strict no-nonsense offi- 
cial. “Qualities so badly 
needed in the emotional 
and stormy Soccer world 
of the 60s and 70s,” he 
said. 

“While he was tough 
on players he always 
treated them fairly and 
probably few of them 
knew that he was even 
stricter with his fellow 
teferees. 


“Heaven help the re- 
feree who did not dress 


. properly, had dirty 


boots, arrived late or did 
not give 100 per cent 
effort. 

“His insistance that 
all teams and players de- 
served the very best that 
each referee had to offer 
went a long way in 
establishing and main- 
taining a well disciplined 
and dedicated organisa- 
tion. 

“While it is almost im- 
possible to sum him up. 
it was probably best said 
by a former well-known 
player from the 1960s 
who had been given his 
marching orders by 
Dennis on several occa- 
sions and had no reasons 
to be fond of him. 

“They met again after 
many years and after a 
while the ex-player said, 
‘I want to apologise for 
thinking the way I did 
about you all those years 
ago. Now that I have 
met and been with you 
on different occasions, I 
just wan to tell you that 
you wall are a 
tremendous bloke’. 

“Tt think he 
right.” 

McDermott, who was 
53, leaves a wife, Elsie, 
and two children, Kathy 
and Ross. All will 
mourn with them in 
their loss.

REFEREES 
EVERYONE knows there 


is a shortage of referees 
in amateur Soccer, and 
this goes for all stan- 
dards of amateur Soccer 
not just Youth League. It 
can also be said that 
there is an acute short- 
age of experienced re- 
ferees who would 
normally cover that com- 
petition. 

It seems to me that 
there has not been 
enough research into 
why the Youth League is 
so short. This year it 
seems someone at either 
Sydney Branch or the 
AASRF decided that all 
Youth League games 
should be covered by re- 
ferees from their own 
area eg Manly Warringah 
cover Freshwater and 
Manly Warringah etc. 

In effect that means 
that if a district like South- 


ern Districts do not have 
many experienced re- 
ferees and Manly, Ku- 
ring-gai and Gladesville 
have, then those referees 
will not be able to cover 
Southern Districts etc. 

Not only that, but the 
referees from those areas 
will never cover first divi- 
sion Youth League 
games as these districts 
are all second division 
associations. 

| as a class one referee 
will never cover a first 
division game this sea- 
son. Why is it that no-one 
ever asks the referees 
what they want. 

With regard to referees 
Say running two games 
and two lines, what does 
Rushy think we are 
“robots or super hu- 
mans". He should know 
that U17 now play 45x45 
games, his idea would be 
a referee run U15 35x35 
and then U17 45x45, all

ALL players and 
coaches who are se- 
rious about their 
game and their 
career make sure 
that, on match day, 
they have covered 
all the normal pre- 
match preparations. 


They are mentally 
alert, having got their 
mind on the ensuing 
game. They have resear- 
ched the opposition, 
planned how to play- 
against them, who to 
watch out for. They take 
care of their own arousal 
level to make sure they 
give their best perform- 
ance. 

Physically they are at 
their peak. They are 
well rested after consci- 
entously adhering to 
their weekly training 
schedule. Any injuries, 
such as old sprains, blis- 
ters, etc. have been 
taped or seen to. 


It seems there is no- 
thing more to do but go 
out and play to the best 
of their ability. But 
“WHAT IF”. 


There are as many 
“what ifs” that can upset 
a player, or a team, as 
there are days in a year. 
A classic example of a 
“what if’ occurred dur- 
ing the Mexican Youth 
Cup. At the opening 
game our boys were 
struck in a traffic jam. 

We all know the story 
of how they changed in 
the bus and ran through 
the crowded streets to 
go on and play a 
magnificent game in 
front of a huge hostile 
crowd. 

The way they over- 
came this “what if” is a 
tribute to this champion 
side. Somehow they 
rose above the setback 
and did our country 
proud. 

In your playing career 
you are not going to be 
able to avoid a lot of 
“what ifs”’. 
© What if the referee is 

‘cheating’ your team? 
© What if your star play- 

er gets sick the morn- 

ing of the game? 

© What if your team, or 
your opponents, are 
reduced to ten men? 

© What if you try hard 
but nothing seems to 
go right? 

© What if ... ... ... ...? 

It’s no use doing all 
the training, the proper 
pre-match preparation, 
etc. if you have not pre- 
pared to come to terms 
with the unusual things 
that will upset you.

Individual players 
should think about the 
“what ifs” that affect 
them. 


For example “What if 
a referee seems to pick 
on me?’’ Away from 
the emotion of the game 
it is much easier to plan 
a rational, useful re- 
sponse to this problem. 


If you have already 
thought through the 
consequences before, 
you will not be as upset 
when things happen. 
You will make a sensi- 
ble, professional reac- 
tion to the situation. 

Teams should have 
discussions on a “what 
if” situation. 

Its not unusual for a 
team to have one, or 
more players sent off in 
a game. Every team 
must react as a unit if 
they are going to over- 
come this set back. 

They must discuss any 
required positional 
changes. Will they need 
to slow down or speed 
up the game? The 
answers: to these ques- 
tions are a matter of 
opinion but what is im- 
portant is that all the 
team work is unison. 

So take some time to 
discuss they “what ifs” 
of our game. Thinking 
and talking about unsual 
problems accelerates 
learning. Thinking puts 
old heads on young 
shoulders.

THERE would be no more popular Euro- 
pean Champions than Denmark if it were 
to triumph at Munich on June 25th. 

Apart from the fact that it is difficult to hold 
anything other than amicable feelings for the small 
Scandinavian country which most of us associate 

- with cheese, pastry, Hans Christian Andersen and 
Victor Borge, Denmark has been responsible for 
some of the most scintillating Soccer seen on the 
international circuit in recent years. 

The Danes, then, have the sympathy of the neut- 
rals and are the likeliest “second team” for the 
majority of those following the other finalists. 

There is no greater advertisement for the 3-5-2 
system than Denmark in top gear but, unfortunately, 
it usually only requires a couple of players to be 
below their best for the wheels to fall off the Danish 
effort. As a consequence, the team has an unhappy 
history of inconsistency. 

This changeableness was most evident during the 
last World Cup finals. The Danes provided one of the 
tournament’s highlights when demolishing Uruguay 
6-1, yet; just ten days later, were hammered 5-1 
themselves by Spain. The likelihood of Denmark 
stringing together enough of its better days to prevail 
in West Germany appears remote. :

Apart from inconsistency (which all the other 
Championship contenders suffer from to varying 
degrees), the major Danish concern is the fact that 
included in what is generally regarded as the “ideal” 
starting line up are five players in their thirties, with 
key men Soren Busk and Morten Olsen 35 and 38 
respectively. 

No finalist will relish the prospect of an arduous 
program involving five games in fourteen days less 
than Denmark and the injury clouds currently hang- 
ing over Liverpool’s Jan Molby and John Lauridsen 
of Espanol (neither is expected to trayel to West 
Germany) are likely to severely reduce coach Sepp 
Piontek’s selection options. 

Still, we can confidently anticipate some fine Soc- 
cer from the Scandinavian team before it runs out of 
steam. 

Ivan Nielsen, Jan Heintze, Frank Arnesen and 
Soren Lerby have all enjoyed magnificent seasons

with the PSY Eindhoven juggernaut, Soren Busk 
remains amongst the wiliest stoppers in the game, 
there are still few more effective liberos than Morten 
Olsen, while Michael Laudrup and Preben Elkjaer- 
Larsen will be keen to consolidate their reputation as 
international Soccer’s deadlist striking duo. 

If a Denmark firing on all system gains two points 
and a huge morale booster from its tournament 
opener on June 11th against Spain (who eliminated it 
from both the 1984 European Championship and 
1986 World Cup), then, three days later, accounts for 
West Germany (of whom nobody really knows what 
to expect), it may find itself in the happy position of 
already assured of a semi final berth and able to rest 
key players for the last first round game with Italy. 

Should the Danes enter the semi-final stage fresh, 
confident and on top form, ultimate success is cer- 
tainly not beyond them. ae ROS
